Capt. Arthur W. 
Anderson, T. C. 

Captain Anderson is a tall man; 
a thin man. A man with a pleasant 
personality. He gives the immedi¬ 
ate impression of being most 
friendly. 

Perhaps his pre-war experience 
as a banker has much to do with 
this. 

On September 19, 1917, he en¬ 
listed in the Army, at Los Angeles, 
California, and was sent to Camp 



Lewis, Washington, with Company 
D; 364th Infantry; 91st Division. 

He was made a Corporal on 
October 10th, 1917, and almost im¬ 
mediately following, on November 
25th, 1917, was made a Sergeant. 

He made Fourth Officers Candi¬ 
date School on the following June 
1st, and graduated as a 2nd Lt. 
of Infantry on September 26th, 
1918. 

His discharge from the Army 
occured on April 10th, 1919. The 
balance of his military career was 
in the Organized Reserve and Cali¬ 
fornia National Guard. 

He served as Captain, Command¬ 
ing Company H; 185th Infantry; 
40th Division, in Pasadena, Cali¬ 
fornia, in 1929. 

The commission, Captain T. C., 
on Active Duty Status, became ef¬ 
fective on May 27th, 1942. He 
was assigned to Los Angeles P. of 
E. at Wilmington, California. 

Captain Anderson was assigned 
to Camp Anza on December 15th, 
1942. 

His hobbies are: Woodworking, 
gardening and golf. 

He has been happily married for 
23 years. As he laughlingly ex¬ 
pressed it, “And all that time—to 
the same woman!” 

The Captain has three children: 
Bob (20), a Cadet in the Air Corps 
at Santa Ana; Virginia (18), and 
Bill (10). 

His home is in South Pasadena, 
California. 
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American Soldier 
And Sobriety 

This American Army may or 
may not be the best in the history 
of armies, but it is certainly the 
best behaved. 

The approach of the military 
authorities to the drinking prob¬ 
lem, is not prohibition, but control. 

The sale of 3.2 beer in Army 
Camps is a healthy and sensible 
arrangement. The fact that there 
is vastly less drinking among sol¬ 
diers in this war than in the last, 
may stem in part from this sale of 
beer in camps. 

In the last war, camps were 
bone-dry. As a result, bootleggers 
did a thriving business. 

Conditions in a certain dry 
Texas town offer a current 
example of the unhappy results of 
complete prohibition. On one side 
of town is a military reservation 
where beer is sold on the post. 

On the other side of town is a 
reservation where the commanding 
officer has dried up the post en¬ 
tirely. His is the post which has 
a policing problem and a lower 
morale. 

The case for 3.2 beer is present¬ 
ed thus by Chaplains and military 
police alike: It provided soldiers 
with a mild relaxation without im¬ 
pairing their efficiency. 

There is no indication that sale 
of beer lowers the number of total 
abstainers. Statistics present a 
pretty accurate picture of condi¬ 
tions as they exist in all camps. 
More soft drinks than beer are 
sold in canteens, by 33 per cent. 

The American soldier needs 
neither curtain lecture nor 
apology. He behaves well, he trains 
well, and in the far-flung places 
of the earth, he is fighting well. 
He is intelligent, he is able, he is 
a hard worker. He is serious of 
purpose because he fully under¬ 
stands the gravity of war. His 
commanding officers believe in 
him and his Chaplains are proud 
of him.. (Life)

Official Facts on 
Rubber Situation 

For some strange reason, little 
publicity has been given Mr. Jef- 
fer’s (of the Office of the Rubber 
Director) new progress report. 
This shows the situation is more 
serious than the trade had believ¬ 
ed. Every employee of every tire 
organization should be familiar 
with the details published here for 
the first time, and tire service or¬ 
ganizations should take steps to 
see that this information reaches 
their customers. The facts revealed 
here should be used to stop rumors 
that there will shortly be plenty 
of rubber. 

At best, if everything goes ac¬ 
cording to schedule, we will pro¬ 
duce only 241,000 tons of syn¬ 
thetic rubber this year, consider¬ 
ably less than one-half of absolute 
bedrock requirements for the year. 
The balance will be taken from 
our irreplaceable stock-like of 
crude amounting to 440,000 tons 
on January 1. Between October 
1943, and March 1944, we will 
reach the most critical period of 
our rubber supply with stocks 
being reduced to the critical dan¬ 
ger point of about 10,000 tons in 
December of this year. This 10,- 
000 tons must be kept for mixing 
with synthetic.
